We must realize that the common sense public 
is demanding less speed on the already congested 
public highways and more dependable cars for day 
in and day out service. 


There isn’t a motor car built today, from Ford 
to Pierce Arrow that won't run faster than any 
sane man would care to drive it on the public roads.

\ formally to Margot: “Sit by me, Dragon Fly.” 

“Of course I will, Tum-Tum,” was Margot’s re- 
ply as she sat down beside him and smoté him 
in the region of the waistcoat with a fork. It is 
said that Edward turned away coolly and con- 
fined his attentions to the host and his lefthand 
neighbor. Many say he never forgave this affront 
to his dignity.)

condition came soon.” > 


OW many readers would guess that the 
person described in the paragraph above 
as Geliberately planning suicide was The- 
odore Roosevelt, the least morbid of men, 
and one of iron nerve? Yet the incident 
is taken from William Roscoe Thayer's 


intimate and authoritative biography, 
and refers to the tragic days when the former Presi- 
dent, his son Kermit and a small exploring party 


seemed hopelessly lost on the River of Doubt in the 
Brazilian wilderness, during 1914. 

It is an illustration of how even the stoutest char- 
acter becomes overwrought in the face of danger, sick- 
ness and the loneliness of untracked wastes: and how 
civilized man, removed from the comforts and security 
of ordinary life, and plunged into the savage environ- 
ment which menaced his ancestors many ages ago, 
sometimes becomes in a moment capable of the sublim- 
est heroism. 

Unfortunately, the same crisis which an a man 
into a blaze of self-sacrifice will often, in the very same 
man, let loose the tiger which in civilized life is kept 
chained in the deepest lair of every man’s heart. 
Therefore, those having some familiarity with the rec- 
ords of exploration were scarcely surprised to read 
that, on the recent famous balloon voyage of three 
American naval officers into the Canadian wilds, one 

of them, Lieut. Stephen Farrell, at one time begged his 
companions to slay him and eat his flesh; but had 
scarcely reached an outpost of civilization when he 
became engaged in an ugly encounter with one of the 
very men for whom he had been willing to give up 
his life. 

Of all the sciences that engage the attention of the 
student, that of geography has probably been pro- 
ductive of the most bad blood. Many expeditions have 
culminated in tragedies, while there is scarcely a pub- 
lished record of exploration which does not contain 
dark pages, or else leave the reader with the impres- 
sion that some somber episodes have been left un- 
written. 

There is the jealousy bound to arise among those asso- 
ciated in geographical expeditions of adventure, such 
as that in which Lieuts. Farrell, Walter Hinton and 
Louis A. Kloor were engaged, and which, after they 
had made their way out of the frozen wilds of Hudson 
Bay, through unimaginable sufferings and hardships, 
came to an unseemly anti-climax in the notorious 
brawl] between Farrell and Hinton at. Mattice. 

There are some who hold that if the American and 
Canadian correspondents, gathered at Mattice to wel- 
come the dramatically rescued balloonists, ‘had been 

,better acquainted with the demoralizing psychological 
effects of the wilderness, they would have drawn a 
kindly veil over the hand-to-hand encounter, to which 
the strain of overwrought nerves and cruel hardships 
and périls undoubtedly contributed. 

As it is, the incident, unworthy as it undoubtedly 
was of the traditions of the service to which the three 
men belong, has brought bitter punishment upon them. 
The glamour of their adventure has been dimmed; the 
manifestations of popular rejoicing, called forth by 
their reappearance in the land of the living, have been 
dampened; festivities arranged in their honor in Can- 
ada and New York were abandoned; and an official 
eourt of inquiry seems probable. 

It is remembered, aftér all, that the row was due to 
Jealousy over fame and its profits—an evil trait 
which seems particularly likely to come to the surface 
fm the case of explorers. The incident concerning 
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Roosevelt shines the brighter, and reveals the high 
caliber of the man, in that his contemp: .ted suicide was 
prompted entirely by regard for others. 

It will be remembered that he and his companions 
had ascended the Paraguay River and struck across an 
unexplored plateau bordering. on the Amazon. Some- 
where in the unknown recesses of this plateau, it was 
reported, flowed a large river known as the Rio da 
Duvido, or River of Doubt. 

The party found this river and started down it to 
wards the Amazon. But instead of a gradual fall from 
the high lands, the river descended in a series of vio- 
lent cataracts. The tropical heat was terrific; swarms 
of insects made life almost intolerable, and fever was 
rampant. The elder Roosevelt was one of those strick- 
en most severely. He lay in the bottom of a dug- 
out, says the historian, “shaded by a bit of canvas 
put up over his head, and too weak from sickness, he 
told me, even to splash water on his face, for he was 
fainting from the muggy heat and the tropical sun- 
shine.”’ 

In the rapids the party lost six of their 10 canoes and 
most of their provisions. When Roosevelt discerned 
that his companions were themselves too weak to 
bear him around the rapids by portages, or to let his 
boat drift down the current, restraining its speed with 
ropes, he made the decision to sacrifice himsetf, 
rather than imperil the whole expedition. However, 
the cataracts were finally surmounted, and after 48 
days the party reached the Amazon. Thayer says that 
the experience stole 10 years from Roosevelt's life; 


but the river was renamed the Rio Teodoro by the Bra- . 


zilian Government. 

The annals of other expeditions too often include 
their somber episodes, sometimes of mere jealousy, 
sometimes even of tragedy. Henry M. Stanley was 
so intent upon monopolizing all the credit for his 
adventure across “Africa, to rescue Emin Pasha from 
the dervishes on the Upper Nile, that he bound all 
members of his party under an ironclad contract not 
to publish any record of the enterprise or even to talk 
for publication, until a considerable period after their 
return to civilization. 

On this trip, Maj. Edmund Barttelot of the Scots 
Guards, an officer with a splendid record, met death 
in the wilds of the Dark Continent in a fashion that 
remains a mystery. Stanley seemed to assail his mem- 
ory in his book, “Darkest Africa,” rather by insinua- 
tion and reticence than by any open charge, and this 
aroused so much indignation that Stanley did not 
receive his expected decoration, the Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Bath, until nearly 10 years after his 
return. 

During the Peary expedition of 1898 to 1902, Dr. 
Thomas Scott Dedrick, who had started as surgeon 
with the expedition, abandoned it and took up his resi- 


dence at Etah with the Eskimos. He is said to have 


been jealous of the fact that all the fame of the ex- 
pedition would go to his chief. Another member of 
the party also became jealous of Peary, wandered 
away from the party and was never seen again. He 
is supposed to have met death by slipping into some 
crevasse. 

In the Greely expedition in 1882, dissension broke 
out soon after the party started. Quarrels in the 
crew resulted in the execution of one member who 
was found stealing food. The party was finally res- 
cued on Cape Sabine by a party in command of Win- 
field Scott Schley, who later figured in the battle of 
Santiago in the war with Spain. Schley, at the time 
of the Greely expedition, commanded the cruiser 
Thetis. 

The Marquis de Segonzac, well-known African ex- 
plorer and president of the Geographical Society of 
France, was twice courtmartialed for the death of his 
superior officer, Capt. Quiquerez, while on a tour in 
the interior of-Africa. Quiquirez was shown to have

tack of delirium, but 
idle charges that the 
Marquis had shot his 
superior in order to 
gain all the honors 
and hold the center of 
the limelight when he returned actually resulted in 
two courtmartials. He was readily cleared in both 
instances. 

In the De Lens. and Melville expediiion in 1879 
jealousies arose among the members of the party on 
board the Jeanette and there was much recrimination 
among them. 

One of the exploring trips in Austrialia result- 
ed in the death of Dr. Leichardt, who abandoned 
his party in the interior after a dispute had arisen 
over some trivial matter. 
of again. 

Prince Henry of Orleans, who fought on the staff 
of McClellan all threugh the Civil War, spent two 
years with Bonvalot, the noted French explorer, in 
tramping through all that part of “the continent of 
Asia that lies north of Cochin China and northeast of 
British India. The Prince furnished the money for 
the expedition and went along for the experience. 
Bonvalot took the trip in the interest of ‘scientific 
research. 

It might reasonably have been expected there would 
be no ground for difficulties, on account of the dif- 
ferent motives prompting them. Yet, when they 
returned to Saigon, they were not on speaking terms; 
they immediately separated, cast reflections on each 
other to whoever would listen; and, when they met 
a year after the trip, had to be forcibly withheld from 
engaging in a physical clash. 

Speke and Grant, who discovered the great inland 
lake known as Victoria Nyanza after an ascent of the 
Nile, quarreled so bitterly over the credit of the ex- 
pedition that the British Government refrained from 
rewarding either of them. Similarly, when Lake Tan- 
ganyka was discovered by Capt. Speke and Sir Rich- 
ard Burton, the explorers quarreled and parted in the 
wastes of the Dark Continent, returning home by 
separate routes. 


There can be no question that there is a certain 


strain put upon the nerves in an absolute wilderness — 


that is entirely foreign to a man reared in civiliza- 
tion. 

Old instincts and tremors that may have shum- 
bered for generations are awakened. The nervous in- 
stinct that keeps all wild animals on the alert becomes 
manifest in man. Other primal instincts assert them- 
selves. There is a readiness to irritation, a suspicion 


of all others, that can best be noted among tribes of — 


savages. 

Those who have had the patience to wade through 
the diary of Livingston, the explorer—who was res- 
cued by Stanley after he had succeeded in losing him- 
self in Africa—are not surprised by the fact that Liv- 
ingston needed help to get out of his predicament. 
He seems to have developed a querulous sort of timid- 
ity while on the trip, and refers plaintively to the 


fact that a young and evidently impertinent negro 
boy in the party had disputed some of his opinions. As- 


the journal shows there was no lack of switches in 
conventent thickets at the time, the remedy seemed to 
lie close to Livingston's hand. But he inserted a com- 
plaint in his diary to the effect that it was presumptu- 
ous in so young a boy to contradict anything he 
said. 

The expedition of Sir Ernest Shackleton towards the 
South Pole seems to have been a striking exception 
to the usual rule. There was a spirit of loyal and de- 


voted comradeship on this trip; and Sir Ernest, after 


being twice rescued from dangerous situations, re- 
turned at the peril of his own life to seek marooned 
members of the party. As a rule, expeditions into the 
wilds have resulted in disagreements between members 
of the parties involved. Our -own pioneer records are 
full of such happenings. In fact, it was so much the 
usual thing for some member of an expedition to quit

dinner cziven at Phitadelphia, recently, that the time 
would come when it would be against the law to have 


a fire in a city, and when buildings would be heated 
as weil as lizhted by electricity. The interviewer sought 
oe of Dr. Steinmetz’s ideas on the sub- 

“It is pot only entirely possible practically to elim- 
inate factory smoke, but it is being done in a num- 
ber of industrial establishments,”’ he replied. ‘“‘Inci- 
dentally, it is resulting im the reclamation of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of material that formerly went 
out through factory chimneys. 

“How is it done?” he continued, in answer to a ques- 
tion. “It is simplicity itself. A series of plates -is 
fastened to one side of the interior of a factory chim- 
ney, and a series of points to the other side. The plates 
and points are then charged with electricity,

Coalless City Is Not a Dream, Says Steinmetz 


Renowned engineer predicts time will 
come when use of ordinary fuel 


in municipalities will be banned. 


toward the latter, as it is. It may be some time before 
your dream comes true in all the details—we shall not 
begin selling furnaces and steam-heater boilers as 
junk within the next year or two, certainly; but the 
trend is in that general direction. 

“Consider the enormous loss we sustain every year 
by not utilizing coal to the greatest possible extent, 
even with what percentage of its entire energy we are 
able to extract with present-day methods. 

“Did you ever stop to consider,” he added, “how 
much coal is used in the United States in the course of 
a year? 

“Well, in 1918, the number of tons was 857,000,000. 
That does not mean much to the average person. Let 
me illustrate it. One of the wonders of the world is 
the great Chinese wall, running across China for hun- 
dreds of miles, by which that country unsuccessfully 


trical energy. The remaining 80 or 90 per cent we 
throw away as heat, or, worse still, we have to pay 
for getting rid of it in the condensing water. At the 
same time we burn many millions of tons of coal to 
produce heat energy, and by degrading the chemical 
energy into heat we waste the potential high-grade 
energy with which these millions of tons of coal could 
supply us. 

“It is an economic crime to burn coal for mere 
heating, without first taking out as much high-grade 
energy, mechanical or electrical, as is economically 
feasible. 

“Assume that we use 200,000,000 tons of coal per year 
for power, at an average total efficiency of 12 per cent, 
giving us 24,000,000 kilowatts, and use 200,000,000 tons 
of coal for heating purposes, wasting its potential 
power. 

“If, then, we could utilize the waste heat of the 
coal for generating power, even if thereby the total 
average efficiency were reduced to 10 per cent, we 
would require only 240,000,000 tons of coal for produce 
ing the power, and would have left a heating equiva- 
lent of 160,000,000 tons of coal, or more than required 
for heating. That is, the coal consumption would be 
reduced from 400,000,000 to 240,000,000 tons, a saving 
of 160,000,000 tons annually.

“As long as there is coal and oil to be had, 
we shall continue to use both for the genera- 
tion of power, unless some new method of 
generating it is discovered. No. I am not 
overlooking the utilization of water power. 
The maximum possible hydraulic energy of 
the United States, theoretically, may be esti- 
mated at 270,000,000 horsepower. But if all 
the possible water power ih the country were 
developed and every raindrop used, it would

high-grade power from the 200,000,000 tons ef 
coal which we degrade by burning for fuel, 
assuming only 5 per cent efficiency, it would 
give us 10,000,000 kilowatts, at a sacrifice of 
10,000,000 tons, while the production of 10, 
000 kilowatts now requires 100,000,000 tons; 
or, stating it the other way, a gain of 9,000, 
000 kilowatts, 12,000,000 horsepower, 24-hour 
service, or 36,000,000 horsepower for an eight 
hour working day. 

“It is obvious that we never could com 
pletely accomplish this; but if we recover 
only one-quarter, or even only one-tenth of 
this waste, it would be a vast increase in our 
national efficiency.

When the cable brought the news that 
Jehn Reed, former Harvard song and cheer leader, 
poet, radical, war correspondent, had fallen a victim 
ef typhus in the new-ancient capital of Russia, it 
seemed almost impossible to realize that he was dead 
Por, in the 10 years since Reed was graduated from 
Harvard, with the degree of Bachelor of Arts, he had 
been almost everywhere, done almost everything and 
had so many thrilling escapes from death that his 
friends had come to believe he enjoyed a charmed 
Rife.

Reed was indeed a stormy petrel of the most modern > 


variety. He was an avowed radical in all things—a 
eonfidant of Lenine, the Russian Bolshevik Premier; 
and when he joined the Socialist party a little. over 
a@ year ago, at the time of the split in that organization 
during the convention at Chicago, he promptly allied 
bimself with the “Left Wing,” as the most extreme 
radicals were called, and then later with the Com- 
munist group. His ardent beliefs in the matter of 
free speech brought him into frequent clashes with the 
pelice in this country, while his well-nigh unquench- 
abie thirst for adventure brought him into almost as 
freguent conflict with the authorities all over Europe. 

Conservatives in literature damned him for his 
revolutionary utterances, but took their hats off to 
him as a descriptive writer of extraordinary ability, 
a dynamo of energy, and a fearless searcher after 
thrilling adventure. He wrote comparatively little fic- 
tion. for he was far too busy in the few crowded years 
that he lived—jumping back and forth across the At- 
antic, up and down Europe, in and out of Mexico, and 
participating in the various labor agitationa, to do 
much more than record the news narratives of what he 
was seeing, and set down his impressions and re- 
Mections upon what he was witnessing. 

Reed was born in Portland, Ore., where his father, 
Charies J. Reed, was a United States Marshal. After 
graduation from the lower schools, Reed entered Har- 
vard, from which university he was graduated in 1910. 

“Jack Reed was the most inspired song and cheer 
leacier that the fooiball eropwd had for many days,” 
testifies a Harvard classmate of Reed’s. “But even 
as 4m undergraduate Reed betrayed what many people 
believed to be the central passion of his life: an in- 
erdinate desire to be arrested.” 

Classmates of Reed at Harvard recall that even as 
@ student he gave some evidences of his radical ten- 
@encies, although he did not apply them particularly 
to -Ollege acttvities and college politics, which in- 
terested him but little. Perhaps the association which 
had most influence on him at that time was his join- 
ing the Cosmopolitan Club of Harvard, an organiza- 
tion of students from countries scattered all over the 
giobe. As a miember of this group he came in con- 
tact with Chimese, Hindoos and many other natlonali- 
ties, and without doubt his internationalistic point of 
view developed more rapidly as a result. 

One of his most amusing adventures, which had a 
@ecided touch of the serio-comic, occurred in June, 
1910, just after bis graduation from Harvard. He sailed 
for Europe on a cattle boat with another Harvayd 
man named Waldo Pierce. The latter changed his 
mind rather suddenly abont going abroad on that type 
of ship, and before the cattle boat was much more than 
out of the dock he decided to return to the United 
states. Suiting action to his decision, Pierce jumped 
everboard, and, being a finc swimmer, readily reached 
shorg.

Pierce’s disappearance from the boat was 
discovered some time later, and Reed was 
suspected and accused of murdering his 
friend. He was arrested when the ship 
reached Liverpool, and was on trial at 
Manchester, when Pierce appeared on the 
scene with a suddenness equaled only by 
his disappearance from the cattle boat and 
explained that he had crossed the Atlantic 
on a fast passenger steamer. While abroad 
on this trip, in additiom to his experience in 
Manchester, Reed also saw the inside of jails 
in various other cities in England, France and Spain. 
He happened to be in a Spanish village one day when 
King Alphonso was passing through that town, and 
the local authorities locked Reed up. So far as is known, 
Reed had never utttred even the mildest kind of 
threat against the Spanish King, but the authorities 
evidently acted on the general principle of arresting 
everybody whom they did not know, and so put the 
young American behind the bars for safe keeping. 

In 1913, at the time of the big strike among the silk 
workers in Paterson, Reed hurried over from New 
York to Paterson, and in less than 24 hours he had 
been arrested by a policeman as a consequence of his 
arguing with the bluecoat over his constitutional rights 
with respect to some phase of picketing. He served 
four days in the Paterson City Jail. 


As a result of this experience Reed did two remark- 
able things. First, he wrote and published in one of 
the leading magazines a vividly descriptive and human 
interest article telling of his experiences during the 
four days that he was in jail, which he called ‘Sheriff 
Radcliffe’s Hotel.” 
and it takes more than a double somersault of any

He had been doing freelance writing, had served 
on the editorial staff of one or two of the well-known

to a number of periodicals, and investigated tenement 
house life and workings of the Night Police Court. 

Following his experiences in Paterson, Reed made 
his second trip to Europe. For awhile he lived in 
Italy and took part in certain phases of the Italian 
labor movement, making speeches at times to groups 
of the Italian Syndicalists. 

While in Italy he engaged in the unique adventure 
of bathing in an ancient fountain designed by Michael 
Angelo, as a result of which unprofesstonal ablutions 
he became violently ill. i 

All the while he was continuing his Writings for 
various publications. When he returned to the Unit- 
ed States along about 1913, he went to Mexico as 
a war correspondent for a New York magazine and 
newspaper. Mexico was then in the midst of a revo- 
lutionary upheaval, and here. in the United States 
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we were getting only fragmentary reports of Villg 
and what he was doing-as one of the leaders of the 
Constitutional army. 

Reed, as usual, was looking for real action ang 
adventure and not merely for official reports, so he 
joined the Villa forces. 
raided with them, danced with them, drank with 
them, and then risked his life with them. At the 
famous battle of Torreon he was what in present-day 
movie parlance we would call a “close-up” observer, 

The news dispatches and articles that he cent back 
jo this country gave by far the most graphic and dra- 
matic picture of what was going on below the Rig 
Grande, that had been published.

He arrived in Europe the 
latter part of Augnst, 1914, visited England, France 
Switzerland, Italy, Germany and Belgium, and saw 
fighting with three armies. It was while he was 
with the German army that the incident occurred 
which later caused wide commotion and subjected 
Reed to ugly criticism. It was charged that while in 
a German trench, merely that he might experience 
the sensation of firing a gun in the great war, he 
directed the fire of a machine gun on the allied lines, 
Later .Reed maintained that he merely discharged the 
weapon into the air, and that he did not actually par 
ticipate in any direct action against the allied sol- 
diers. . 

Early in 1915 Reed was again back in the United 
Btates, and one month later he and Boardman Rob 
fmson, the illustrator, sailed again for Europe. Os 
this trip he was gone seven months. Much of this 
time was spent in the eastern and southeastern part 
ef the Continent, and he became involved in the his- 
toric retreat of the Russian army through the Car 
paihians. He was in Serbia at the time when that 
country was devastated. by typhus fever—the very 
disease which caused his death in Moscow—but 
escaped then. 

Reed’s experience in joining up with the Russian 
forces was an adventure in itself. He and Robinson 
were fn Bucharest and applied to the Russian Am- 
bassador for permission to join the retreating army. 
They were informed by that functionary that it would 
be necessary for them to go to Petrograd to get 
passes, which would involve a delay of three or four 
months. Naturally, this program did not appeal, so 
they went to the American Minister and got from 
him a list of American citizens located tn various 
towns through which it was expected the Russian army 
would pass on its retreat. Then one night these two 
adventurous journalists crossed the River Pruth ia 
a small boat and landed themselves precipitately at 
the Russian front. They were immediately seized by 
Russian officers and sent north ahead of the retreat- 
ing army, via Bucovina and Galicia to Poland, where 
they spent two weeks in jail. When they were re 
leased they went on to Petrograd, only to find them- 
selves in more hot water, for, as Reed said in one 
of his books, “the American embassy washed their 
hands of me.” Robinson, it appears, was a Canadian 
subject, so he applied to the British Ambassador, and 
in that way the two secured their release and thus 
got out of Russia.

The girl, meanwhile, has 
added to her experience in kitchen and dining room, 
and has earned something toward the expenses of her 
schooling. 

“It seems to me that a reasonable scale of charges 
would be $1.25 to $1.50 for serving a meal, while 75 
cents and car fare would be fair payment for staying 
with children while the parents spent the evening 
away from home.

All the older girls at Ames School take the domestic 
science course, just as they all take the course in infant 
hygiene.

Indeed, the list had to be closed after some 20 girls 
had enrolled, because to have admitted all who wanted 
the course would have made the class too large to be 
efficiently handled. The advantages and the possi- 
bilities of the plan to create am earning power for 
high school girls were appreciated by the girls them- 
selves from the very start. 

Several misses who already have cared for neigh- 
bors’ children or helped to serve meals said they had 
found the work pleasant and that they believed many 
people would be glad to avail themselves of such as- 
sistance when the plan became more generally known.

Leather, 400 Years Old, Still Flexible 


‘4 T SOME time prior to 1893 there was standing in 
the City of Hamburg, Germany, an old building 
which had to be removed to make way for im- 


provements. Records and traditions established. 


the fact that this building had been standing 400 vears. 
There is nothing very remarkable about that, says the 
Scientific American; but when the building had been 
tosn down and the foundations for the new building 
were being dug, the workmen discovered some old tan 
vats, which were evidently the remains of an old tan- 
nery that had been in operation on this site before 
this 400-year-old building was put. up. 

In one of the vats, which probably had been filled ta 
with earth, they found a relic of the old tannery tn the 
shape of a tanned hide Part of this hide fell into the 
hunds of a prominent merchant {n Hamburg, who 
dealt in leather goods) He was sufficiently interested 
in the relic to have molded from a piece of the hide 
a leather cup which he brought with him to America 
in 1893, at the time of the Chicago Exposition, and he 
left this cup with one of the largest of our leather man- 
ufacturers, who vouches for the integrity and standing 
of Mr. Gearckena, the donor. 


~ In consideration of its great aga it is a tribute to 


the quality of this ancient piece of leather that ft could 
be molded into such a shape as this. \We are informed 
that only a very high-class plece of leather would 
stand, without breaking, the pressure required to com- 
plete the right-angled bend at the bottom of the cup 
The forming of the fluting at the top of the cup was 
a strain upofi the leather only a little less severa. Yet 
the leather has been bent and molded both tn these 
convolutions and in the body of the cup itself without 
showing any cracks. 

The Bulletin of the National Association of Leather 
Belting Manufacturers, in sjeaking of this interesting 
experiment, reminds us that the enduring life of good 
leather is due to the fact that {t does not corrode or 
oxidize or disintegrate, and, as this piece proves, will 
retain its life for centuries. .

Robinson could not make the necessary 
arrangements, Reed went on alone. He 
had been in Constantinople only a short 
time, however, when he was ordered out 
of Turkey becanse the police had seen 
him “talking with too many Americans.” 

He had previously arranged to meet 
Robinson in Bucharest, but when the 
train on which he was traveling from 
Constantinople reached the border of Bul- 
garia, it was stopped and Reed was or- 


dered off. His protests were without 
avail, so there was nothing to do but 
obey the officials. However, when the 
train started, and when the officials 
weren't looking, Reed jumped aboard 
again and continued his journey, conceal- 
ing himself by riding the rods, blind bag- 
gage and the train tops, and escaping in 
the fields when the train was again halt- 
ed and searched. He finally managed to 
reach Bucharest, where he rejoined Rob- 
inson. The two continued their journey, 
and arrived in New York in October, 1915. 


Some time during the summer of. 1917 
Reed again journeyed to Europe, and by 
pursuing deviou routes, found himself in 
Petrograd during the early fall. The 
Czar had been overthrown in the spring 
of that year and the Kerensky regime was 
tottering when Reed appeared on the 
scene. He had an interview with Keren- 
sky just three days before the final crash 
came. He was one of the few American 
newspaper men in Petrograd during the 
Bolshevik revolution in November, 1917, 
saw the street fighting and rioting, and 
participated In the march on the Winter 
Palace, where the Kerensky headquarters 
were located—out of all_of which emerged 
the much-discussed Soviets and the rise 
to power and control of lLenine and 
Trotzky.

VEN those enemies of death, the doctors, must 

die. How well do they resist the adversary? 

The Journal of the American Medical Associa- 

tion gives an interesting set of figures for the 
year just past. Of 2272 physicians dying in the United 
States and Canada during 1920, whose age was stated, 
37 were under 30, 174 between 31 and 40, 351 between 
41 and 50, 463 between 51 and 60, 541 between 61 and 
70, 436 between 71 and 80, 208 between 81 and 90 and 
19 between 91 and 100. The greatest number of deaths 
for a given age occurred at 63 and 64 years, at each 
of which ages 65 deaths were noted. 

Causes of death: General diseases accounted for 
257 deaths; diseases of the nervous system, 271; dis- 
eases of the circulatory system, 404; diseases of the 
respiratory system, 266; diseases of the digestive sys- 


tem, 70; diseases of the genito-urinary system, 154; 


senility, 77; suicide, 32; accidents, 102; homicide, 14, 
and sequels of surgical operations, 74. The principal 
assigned catses of death from disease and their fre- 
quency were: Organic heart disease, 236; cerebral 
hemorrhage, 211; pneumonia, 186; nephritis and urae- 
mia, 142; malignant tumors, 91; tuberculosis, 59; an- 
gina pectoris, 50; pneumonia-influenza, 37; arterio- 
sclerosis, 33; myocarditis, 34; septicemia, 31; influenza, 
29: diabetes, 28; meningitis, 17; cirrhosis of the fiver 
aed acute dilation of the heart, each 16; endocarditis 
aod anaemia, each 15; peritonitis, 12, and appendicitis 
atd gastritis, each 11.

Facts About Inheritance of Insanity. 
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CCORDING to Dr. Kener, director of a larze ; 


Junatic asylum in Rumania, insanity, when 

transmitted, occurs at an earlier age in each 

successive generation. Of 250 pairs of parents, 
reports the Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, and offspring, 39 per cent of the offspring 
were found to have had their first attack of insanity 
before the age of 25, a considerable portion being 
congenital imbeciles. Mothers transmitted much more 
frequently than fathers, and daughters are affected 
more often than sons; also the offspring are affected 
at about half the age of the parent, being in most in- 
stances either congenital imbeciles or cases of ado- 
lescent insanity. 

The study of pedigrees reveals the differences of 
manifestation of a neuropathic taint. In some mem- 
bers of the tainted stock it may appear as chorea, e)i- 
lepsy, migraine, neurasthenia, exophthalmie goiter or 
diabefes: in others, it may be a matter of temperament, 
eccentricity, exaltation, melancholy or feeble will 
power. A neurotic inheritance is liable to bring about 
the establishment of certain morbid mental babits; 
and when such an inheritance is strong there is great 
risk of the development of organized delusions. Proper 
care may keep the latter tendencies In check, but an 
improper environment in which there is temptation 
to drink, evil companions, and the like, may result in 
insanity, erime or suicide. In a third generation these 
inborn tendencies may appear in a more intensi\e 
form, resulting in congenital imberility and feeble- 


mindedness. Dr. Kener has found this to be the case 
when two first cousins, not insane but coming of a 
tainted stock, have married and borbe children.
